Trainloads of old iron, copper and 
leather, hoops, cast-off and new cloth- 
ing, jewelry, watches, clocks and sil- 
verware, furs, everything that fur- 
nishes houses, man, woman, child and 
beast, in confusion and profusion, just 
like a heap of stuff a burglar drops 
when hot M pursued. It is said the 
thieves inger here after 
posing of theif plunder, and often 
succeed in — — the property 
when it is purchased, and — 
are stolen and restolen a num 
times in a single day or night. The 
scenes about the thieves’ market here 
are duplicated in four or five places in 
the empire. They are as old as the 
cities, and the markets having become 
fixed institations no attempt is made 
to frustrate them.
